Dear  Fellow  Graduate: 

The  Livingston  Alumni  Association  is  under  siege! 

Sounds  a bit  dramatic,  I know,  but,  given  the  facts,  I 
really  couldn't  think  of  anything  else  to  call  it. 

I've  told  you  in  years  past  how  various  branches  of  the 
university  administration  have  attempted  to  corral  us  - the 
Department  of  Alumni  Relations  actually  seizing  mailing  labels 
for  our  newsletters  unless  we  gave  them  samples  for  "review",  is 
one  example  that  readily  comes  to  mind  - but  the  slick  moves 
pulled  off  in  June  by  the  University  Board  of  Trustees  and  sever- 
al top  administrators  have  our  blood  boiling. 

In  a nutshell,  they  have  stripped  us  of  our  right  to  choose 
whom  we  wish  to  represent  us  on  the  Board.  Quickly,  here  are  the 
details : 

Every  six  years,  several  of  a number  of  alumni  associations 
(Livingston  included)  are  allowed  to  nominate  a representative  to 
sit  on  the  59-member  Board  of  Trustees.  This  year  it  was  our 
turn.  In  the  past,  the  association ' s nominees  were  always  ac- 
cepted by  the  Board . But  this  year,  only  in  the  case  of  Living- 
ston, the  Board's  nominating  committee  decided  that  it  knew 
better  than  the  LAA  Executive  Committee  who  should  be  Living- 
ston's representative,  and  chose  someone  we  did  not  nominate. 

I should  add  that  the  Board  did  this  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  were  quite  forceful  and  vocal  in  support  of  our  nominee. 
And  the  reason  they  didn't  choose  our  nominee?  Politics.  They 
knew  that  the  person  we  chose  - Susan  Kozel  '81  - would  not  sit 
idly  by  and  rubberstamp  every  misguided  proposal  coming  under  the 
Board's  purview.  And  frankly,  that  scared  them. 

Once  again  Livingston  has  no  voice  . . . unless  we  give  it

During  the  past  few  months  we  have  been  successful  in  get- 
ting new  members  on  our  Executive  Board  - members  who  brought 
with  them  their  enthusiasm,  fresh  perspectives  and  new  ideas.

This  is  Livingston's  part  of  a Universi- 
ty-wide alumni  focus  this  November  on  "community  service" .
